COURT ADJOURNED AGAIN 

The further adjournment of court 
at Edmonton until December 10th 
with no sure thing that it will be held 
thea is a rank injustice to claimants 
in eivii suits and an outrage on men 
awaiting trial on criminal charges. 
But besides, that, the ordinary citizen, 
who is neither a, party io a civil suit 
nor lying under a criminal accusation 
but who is unfortunate snough to be 
wanted as a witness, has been obliged 
at least to disarrange his Dusiness and 
possibly incur serious expenses in an- 
swering subpoenas on two or three 
different occasions on which court has 
already been postponed. It may be 
impossible to hold court oftener than 
has been done. But to announce a sit- 
ting, not once but two or three times, 
and posipone it as often, argues an 
irresponsibility om ‘he part of the 
judges, andj a regardlessness of the 
public right that is to say the least 
startling,~or would be if we were not 
so well used to it in the Northwest. 
This thing has hecome a crying shame 
in the administration of justice in the 
West. If any one has authorily over 
the action of our Northwest judges 
that authority should be exercised to : 


such informatioa as the officials choose 
to give them, But if they are run 
as popular educators—aad that is the 
only ground upon which; the expense 
ean be justified—then it is the, first 
duty of all those connected, with their 
management to give ail possibie in- 
formation to patrons, whether the in- 
formation is asked for one.reason or 
another. : : 

In regard to the long list of gen- 
eral complaints in the Lance, it Would 
be no answer tothem tosay thatif the 
patrons are vot satisfied it is in or- 
der for them to siant a creamery of 
their own. And yet thai is an easy 
vemedy for all the evils that may 
have sprung up under government 
management, and to some extent are 
inseparable from it. It is oaly fair 
to remember that the government 
took ho.d of the creamery business in 
Alberta when no one else would touch 
it, and whea it had broken every man 
or company who had touched it. The 
government did aot take hold of it 
to run it permanently, but only until 
the conditions had grown so that pri- 
vate cnterprise could manage it suc- 
cessfully. Possibly the complaints of 
the Lance are an indication that that 
time has arrived. If so it is evidence 
that the scheme of the government was 
well conceived snd carried to success-

GOVERNMENT CREAMERIES. 

The Innisfail Free Lance is devoi- 
ing a considcrable amount of editor- 
ial attention to the conduct of the gov- 
ernment creameries in Alberta. In- 
nisfail is the chief dairying district 
along the C. & E., line and any remarks 
made by the local paper regarding | 
ihe principal money making industry 
of the district are, well worthy! of at- 
tention. The criticisms of the Free 
Lance are adverse to the present’ man- 
agement. Space does not permit of 
their being quoted, but the fact that 
they are made, although to some ex- 
tent anonymously, iends to weaken 
public confidence in the management. 
The possihility of financial success in 
the management of the creameries de- 
pends upon the amount of patronage 
ihey receive. A weakening of confid- 
ence tends to decrease the patronage 
and so prevent financial success. The 
statements appearing in the Free 
Lance should not be allowed, to go un- 
challenge? *y the dairy commissioner. 
If they are true there is plenty of 
room for reform in the creamery man- 
agement. If they are uatrue the pub- 
lic cannot be informed of thaa fact 
soon eaough or explicitiy enough. It 
would appear that the fat was put 
in the fire during the recent visit of 
Mr. Ruddick, of the dairy commission 
er’s office. When complaints were made 
to him he was disposed to refuse a hear- 
ing rather thantolisten o- explain.

He 
will be joined Jater by M. C. McFar- 
lane, who is in charge of constraction 
of the Edmonton, Yukon and Pacific 
railway between Strathcona and Ed- 
monton, Alverta. 

The track of the old Northern Paci- 
fic line at Emerson, is being extended 
towards the Great Northern railway 
(U. S.), and this gave rise; to ai news- 
paper statement that the C..N. (R. 
had arranged with the G.'\N. R. for.an 
outlet to Duluth by that way for the 
through traffic. General Superin- 
tendent Hanna says the object of the 
C. N. R. im making the extension is to 
get the station nearer the centre of 
the town than at present, sof as to 
be in a better positiom to do_ business. 


The London correspondent of the To- 
ronto Telegrato has the following re- 
garding the proposed Canadian fast 
Atlantic line; 


London, Oct. 19.—The pavers of this 
morning repo’t that Lord Strathcona 
and Sir Christopher Furness have had 
an interview a?out the fast steam- 
ship line from lLreland to Sydney, and 


that Sir Christophe: thinks well of 
the high Covsuiissioner’s suggestion. 
Well, ali I can say is, that can’t 
find any independent—outside of Can_ 
adian official—opinion to endorse the 
scheme. From the bounty standpoint 
there is nothing in it. No steamer, 
unless « Deutschland or a Kaiser 
Wilbeim der Grosse oy a Kronprinz 
William, could make the trip im four 
days, and ever these steamers might 
not do it with unfailing regularity. 

These steamers are 23-knots liners, 
and it is needless to state that steam- 
ers of euch a tyo~™ would not be built 
for a Canadian fast line. It is all 
very well to claim, that tourists and 
commer*ial men would take this pro- 
posed fast line and save the 36 hours 
of sea voyage that is the difference 
of time at sea hetweem thea record- 
breakers of live days 12 hours and 
the four-dav ‘boats proposed, bui 
every man who knows anything 
about the tourist trade is_ satis- 
fied that the time argument does not 
cut any ice and that people {would 
rather take the ordinery seven or 
eight-day Canadian steamer from 
Qluebec than journey away down to 
the south end of Cape Breton. 

It Won't Work. 

Again, it is doubtful if, even iby a 
new short line in Nova, Scotiay the 
journey could be made regularly from 
Sydney to New York or Montreal in 
24 hours, In summer it would tax 
the best management of even so well 
managed roads as the Intercolonial 
and ©. P. R.; 12 .winter it would ‘be 
practically ‘mpos-ible. The whole po- 
sition is defined in the simple state- 
ment that a passenger can leave Lon- 
don, Ont., or Hamilton, Toronto, King- 
ston or Montreal late in the afternoon 
of a Tuesday or Ifriday, and at ten 
o'clock on Wednesday or Saturday be 
in his stateroom om an Atlantic liner 
at New York rier, while he can count 
on being in Liverpool or London by 
the following Thursday or Sunday 
morning. Or, if he takes the German 
flyers, which 'eave New York on Tues- 
day, he can ‘and in Plymouth at six 
o'clock Monday morning and be in 
London at noon. 

The fare questior is another mat- 
ter. The Canadian steamship rate to- 
day is less, of course, than, -that of 
the British liners from, New York, but 
the accommodations and the comfort 
and the speed on ‘the latter are much 
better. If Canada is to have 20-knot 
boats, up mm7* go the fare to_ the 
New York and Liverpool rates. Even 
some persons ia England closely con- 
nected with Canada express adverse 
opinions on this scheme. 

Dangers of the Route. 

Again, the dangers of the Canadian 
coast crop up occasionally. This morna- 
ing the cable announces the stranding 
of the Manchester Shipper near Syd- 
ney. A few weeks ago the Telegram 
published a map of wrecks on ‘the 
maritime province’ coast for twenty 
years. It was a revelation to many 
here and a knock-out to the Canadian 
fast line projectors. Then the Cana- 
dian lines are continually getting it 
im the neck on account of the dangers 
of tie St. Lawcvence, which were em- 
phasized the otber day, when a man- 
of-war was damaged to the extent of 
£25,000. 

The ocean steamship men here are 
not in love with the St. Lawrence 
route, and point, as one did the other 
day, to the large amount his company 
had to spend for_damages to steamers 
plying ‘between Liverpool and Ply- 
mouth and Mcutrcal. Of course, the 
steimship men in London and Liver- 
pool are very reluctant ‘io express 
opinious, tut the fact is that none 
of them take the new, scheme serious- 
ly. As for the British p liners, they 
have all thay ¢2n do to look after the 
competition of the German liners, 
which, if the truth be Known, are the 
popular ‘oats of ‘he Atlantic \to-day. 

SS ae 
COMMENTS ON THE WAR. 

The Cape Town correspondent of the 

London Chronicle has the following 


comment on the conduct of affairs in 


South Africa t 
It is satisfactory to know, however, 
that the old sweeping tactics 


which simply swept the enemy from 
right and left io other districts of 
the colony have heen dropped. The 
broom was never dense and wide 
enough to effect the purpose, and, in- 
deed the purpose itself was nov a very 
happy one, for our object must be not 
uv drive these men out of the colony 
to return on some fuiure day, but to 
ride them down, by. dint of hard spur- 
ring, and to bring them ‘to baittle or 
surrender. " 

Meantime ‘he loyalisis at the Cape 
are growing rather impatient of this 
protracted state of rebellion and in- 
vasion. The up-—ountry loyalist is, 
indeed, between two cross-fires. He 
is looted without mercy by the Boer 
commando, and be is apt to .be com- 
mandeered with hardly niore mercy 
by the authorities who administer 
martial law.’ He calls out for more 
drastic measures against captured 
rebels, and he is beginning. to talk 
about the days that followed Majuba, 
when so many Britons in the Trans- 
vaal paid for their loyalty 
by the loss of everything they _ pos- 
sessed. Loyalty, it would seem, is 
not a paying ‘business even to-day 


in this colony, One hears wild talk: 
of dispe-siog with the help of the 
Imperial forces, and of tighting out 
our own quarrels with, the aid of such 
volunteers as we can get from  Aus- 
tralia, Canada and New Zealand. It 
is wh riing talk, but it serves to show 
the growing ‘impatience at what is 
regarded as over-leniency on the part 
of the British and at the inefficient 
conduct of the war. There are sundry 
good reasons indeed why we should 
set ourselves with renewed and fiercer 
energy to the finishing of the busi- 
sess. The cyolony claims the first con- 
sideration. Have we eoough mounted 
troops.? The answer is, no. Are we 
abundantly supplied with remounts? 
No again. Are our officers always 
the right men i~ the right place? Ap- 
parently co. Are we “killing the 
Boers in their own humor,” beating 
them at their own tactics, driving 
them from pillar to post, outstripping 
them when they ride and overwhelm- 
ing them when they halt? It is gen- 
erally felt that we are not. And yet 
all these things are desperately need- 
ed. We cannot afford any sort of 
fin de guerre. Integrity of will and 
determination is as necessary noW as 
ever, perhaps more necessary now than 
ever. We can only hope that recent 
reverses will have taught us a valu- 
able, if a cor*lv lesson.

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Now is the time for the farmers to 


roll in their best oats and fill the 
South Africa contract. Alberta sent 
men and horses to South Africa last 
year which gained for themselves re- 
nown. Let us now show that we have 
got the soil and climate to grow oats 
that for sample and yield will beat the 
world to-day, as they did before 
at the Paris exposition. Every bush- 
el of good oats shipped outi gives a 
chance to realize better prices for the 
surplus left. Farmers should ship 
clean dry oats, and give the dealers 
a chance so as tof have no trouble in 
dockage when the grain comes to ‘he 
tested, t ( 


Dealers should also give the farm- 
ers honest weight for siandard oats, 
“False weights are an abomination to 
the Lord.” If we fill this. contract 
creditably it will show. that we are 
here to fill others likewise, and at ihe 
same time show our oats on the mar- 
kets of the worla. Some of the grain 
buyers allow farmers to weigh their 


grain on the town.ccales and accegt the 
weight as being all right. Ovher buy- 
ers wil! not take the town scales 
weight as being correct. Now if they 
are not correct the sooner they) are 
adjusted the better for all parties con- 
cerned. This was the cry last fall with 
some of the grain buyers. We fail to 
see how the inspector of weights and 
measures Can attend to matters of this 
kind stationed in Calgary. We want 
a man here to look after weighis and 
measures. Then there will be less is- 
putes, and fairer dealing. When town 
scales and ouyers make a difference of 
several ‘wshels on a load, it is time 
to find out whois wrong. 

Mr. Deggendorfer and party made a 
survey lately for the Athabasca Land- 
ing railroad om the township line be- 
tween township 54, range 23, W., and 
township 54, range 24, W., of 4th mari- 
dian. Several of the farmers here are 
declaring they have «truck it this 
time, and that hauling grain will soon 
be a pic-nic. There are men in this 
section who have grown grey looking 
for a railroad here, but we are told 
this one will come sure and soon, 

Jeff Lewis wind mill is now, kept 
busy crushing grain, cutting wood, and 
pumamping water. Jeff declares he 
could not get along without it now 
and that every well regulated farm 
ought to have an aermotor. 

Threshing is delayed on account ‘of 
scarcity of machines. Many farmers 
are thinking ef buying smaller outfits 
to do there own threshing, andj a few 
of their neighbors. The manufacturer 
who puts a machine on the; market 
suitable for this purpose; will reap a 
rich reward. The big outfits are found 
to be too expensive and are hard! to 
move around these wet seasons. Manu- 
facturer’s of threshing machinery take 
note.. 

Several farmers here have made ar- 
rangements to ship their oats to Fort 
William and other points as soon as 
threshing is finished and good sleigh- 
ing Commences. According to reports 
Manitoba has none too many to spare. 
A large quantity will be required next 
summer for the construction of the C. 
N. R. They are going up in price. So 
it looks now as if farmers will realize 
good figures for all kinds of produce.

UNITED STATES IMMIGRATION. 
The Min: eapolis Tribune has the fol- 
lowing 1egarding ihe movement of im- 
migrants to the States for the past 


se uson: 

Minnesota and the Northwest have 
received a decreased immigration of 
foreigners during the past year, ac- 
cording to fignres from the annual 
immigration report of the westera 
passenger association copies of which 
were received in Minneapolis yesterday, 
and by inference bave drawn more 
heavily than in any previous year upon 
American born and naturalized set- 
tlers from the Middle and Southern 
States. i 

Although the total immigration of 
the year has increased 52,564 persons 
most of them settled in the Southern 
States. Those from Southern Italy 
alone, a class that does not enter the 
Northwest, mumbered 11,298. He- 
brews numbered 43,237, and the Fin- 
nish immigration, which goes almost 
entirely into the Northwest, fell off 
heavily. 

Immigrants from the Scandinaviin 
peninsula maintained only a slighily 
larger number than a year ago. These 
also came to Minnesota and adjacent 
states. The Polish immigration, of 
which little comes so far west, was 
slightly increased, as was also tha in- 
flux of Slavaks. 
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COLONEL HUGHES AT BATTLEFORD. 


Herald: Col. Hughes arrived here on 
Sunday, having come down by way of 
the Vermilion on the south side of the 
Seska’chewan. “What a grand coun- 
try you have,” was his cheery saluta- 
tion as he enfered our sanctum; “it’s 
a wonderful country and a wonderful 
climate. Its a grand country and only 
needs our railway to open it up.” He 
left yesterday io follow up the old sur- 
vey of the C. P. R., after travelling 
over which he will decide on the route 
to be followed and send the engineer 
out to locate it, his present object be- 
ing to find the rouie that gives the 
best prospect of immediate traffic. 

He is very positive in his assurance 
that his railway wili take out next 
year’s crops, but leaves every one to 
lay out the route for himself; except 
in a, few cases where he has promised 
settlers that the road and stations will 
be close tio them.

Maiched fairs of such borses would 
cost fron» $1,500 to $3,000, and are al-

held in London, Liverpool and Glasgow.

WINNIPEG MARKETS. 


Commercial, Nov. 9. i 

The Winnipeg wheat market has 
been strong and steady, advancing 2c 
on the week. The demand is not ,ac- 
active or urgent, for there is an abund- 
ant supply of wheat, and shippers and 
exporters have no aifficulty in getting 
all they need. At end of lasid week 
prices in store Fort Wiiliam were 1 
hard 70c, 1 northern 66 3-4c, 2 northerz 
63 3-4c, and there has been a gradual 
rise in accord with the course of the 
outside markets, bringing the price at 
end of this week Lo 1 hard 72c, 1 north- 
ern 69c, 2 northern, 65 3-4c in store Fort 
William or Duluth, immediate delivery 
or delivery up to middie of month. A 
good deal of wheat has been sold de- 
livery up to the 25th Nov. but ett end 
of week buye's are unwilling to take 
it delivery so far ahead, for pith 
abundant supplies on hand and in sight 
of the close of navigation not. far off 
they require to exercise cautionr and 
not load up too heavily. 

Country wheat.—Deliveries of 
wheat at country points are large and 
farmers ave getting all the way from 
50 to 60c¢ per bushel, according to qual- 
ity and ra‘e of freight. ‘ 

Oats—The market is still but very 
indifferently supplied. with oats and 
prices are again higher. Most of the 
offerings are not of good quality, the 
only really choice oats in the market 
being those from points along the 
Northwestern railway. Carlots on 
track here of No. 2 white oats are 
worth 33 to 38¢ per bushel. At coun- 
try points prices range from 28 to 32c. 
The street quptation is 37c per bushel. 

Barley.—Deliveries are light. Feed 
barley is scarce. For ‘malting grades 
dealers quote 38 to i0c per bushel in 
car lots on track her. Feed barley is 
worth 34 to 36c.

BUFFALO JONES DEAD. 

Saline, Kan., Nov. 8&—C. J. Jones, 
known throughout the country as 
“Buffalo” Jones, died here Wednesday 
at the age of 71 years. ' 

The Free Press says: “Buffalo” 
Jones was weli known by the 
old timers in Manitoba, having 
been an occasional visitor to the north. 
His interest io the tuffalo made him a 
great personal friend of the late Col, 
Bedson, warden of Stony Mountain 
penitentiary, and several years ago 
when the herd at the “mountain” he- 
came too large for comfort he pur- 
chased fifty head and shipped them io 
Kansas for breeding purposes, It took 
several days to load the bison on the 
cars at the C. P. R. stock yards. The 
animals were driven in ‘by the herders 
from Col. Bedson’s, ‘ut declined to go 
into the cars. One hig bull dashed 
against the stock yard enclosure and 
carried it away, escaping to the prai- 
rie. He wag never recaptured. “Buf- 
falo” Jones did not make) a success of 
his plan to ‘breed the buffalo with cait- 
tle in Kansas. 

Residents of Edmonton will remem- 
ber that some years ago Buffalo Jones 
passed through here on his way to the 
Barren Grounds intending to bring out 
live specimens of the musk ox. He 
wintered on the Barren Grounds, 
northeast of Great Slave lake, but 
was unsuccessful in his effort: ta cap- 
ture live musk oxen. He did not’ re- 
turn to Edmonton, going out by way 
of Fort McPherson and the Yukon.

railways in Manitoba that threshing 
was completed in some districts of the 
province and not in others and thajt the 


expense of moving the machines and 
threshing outfits at regular 
rates was toa great to al- 
low of its being done the railway 


companies were approached on the sub- 
ject of free transportation for — ‘the 
machines ard outfits. Both compan- 
ies promptly agreed. The following 
are their respective replies. 


The C. P. R. offer; 

I desire to say: under the special cir- 
cumstances outlined, this company is 
willing to assist to the extent of one 
half of its freight earnings and ‘ta 
carry those in charge at rate of one 
cent per mile. Subject io the follow-

“The threshing machines ‘not new’ 
will be waybilled at full tariff rates 
and returned free to the original point 
of shipment. If the threshing ma- 
chines are moved from point to point 
they will be waybilled at tariff and 
returned free from the last stopping 
point to the original point of shipment. 
The men, and who must accompany the 
inachines, will de carried at one cent 
ser mile in each direction. The rum- 
ad in charge of a machine being limit- 
ed to eight.”

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The scrip commission has been ssit- 
ting every day since Thursday last, 
and will probably complete their iab~ 
ors for the season at this point to- 
morrow. The sittings are held in ihe 
town council chamber from af m. 
until twelve, and from two p. m. until 
five. The evidence is heard by J. A. J. 
McKenna, commissioner, assisted by J. 
F. Prudhomme and 8. Maher, secretar- 
ies. The decision on the hearing of 
the claims involves a great deal of 
reference to the records of the Indian 
treaties and of previous scrip commis- 
sions. The questions invoived are very 
intricate as claims are made for half- 
breeds of the Athabasca whose right 
dates in 1899, for half-breeds of the 
Saskaichewan whose right dates io 
1#85, aad for half-breeds of Manitoba 
whose right dates in 1870. The dave 
of the Indian treaty of the Saskatche- 
wan, 1876, is also involved and still 
‘more intizaately the date of discharge 
from that treaty. When intermar- 
riages, and frequent change of loca- 
tion on the part of the applicants is 
considered, and the fact that almost 
all evidence has to be taken through 
an interpreter it will be seen that if 
the interests of the country are to be 
conscientiously protected and those of 
the half-breeds as conscientiously 
granted the work cannot be rushed. 
This accounts for the delay in arrival 
of the commission. There could be no 
means of knowing vefore hand how 
long -would be taken at any, certain 
point even ‘f the sumber of cases to 
ibe submitted were known, as chey 
could not be. The result of the delay 
in arrival of the commission both this 
year and last, however,is that a num- 
ber of claimants have been unable to 
present their claims, and if a, clear- 
ance of their claims is to be made’ it 
will be necessary to give a hearing, at 
least, at some of the outlying points, 
next year. The dates and places of 
such hearings should be announced/ is 
soon as possible, and by the hearings 
being commenced at this end of the 
couniry these appoiniments could cer- 
tainly be kept. 

Nearly all the issue at this point has 
been land scrip, the only money scrip 
issued being in cases where a division 
amongst the heirs of a deceased! half- 
breed was necessary. 

A number of buyers are following 
the commission and the price of scrip 
is higher than ever known. It has 
run all the way from, $300 to $500 for 
land scrip good for 240 acres. Indeed 
$600 is reported to have been paid in 
gne case. The principal buyers from 
outside points are: R. C. Macdonald, 
A. Lesperance, M. Chatilla, and C. V. 
Alloway, of Winnipeg, W. Henderson, 
of Carberry, Man., and P. Donneau, of 
Regina. A number of local men have 
also been on the market, but McDougi; 
all & Secord have been the principal 
fuyers.

WORK ON THE GRADF. 

Work on the railway grade is pro- 
gressing with renewed activity. Yes- 
terday between fifiy and sixty men 
were at work at various places along 
the route, with, picks, shovels, bar- 
tows and carts levelling the portions 
ot che grade previously made and open- 
ing new Jedges iu side hills from which 
to fill the iniervening gaps. The pres- 
ent fine weather is ideai for the work 
and new men are being taken on every 
day. ‘Twelve ot fifteen were taken on 
yesterday morning and evidently all 
offering are accepted. The men were 
distributed in gangs of ten or a dozen, 
the nature of \be work in many places 
making a larger gang unwieldy. A 
small gong were also engaged put- 
ting ia a culvert on D. Ross’ flats. 

Going up the grade from, the bridge 


the first gang of a dozen, were en- 
wountered at the bend in the road 
where it comes in contact with the 
grade. JTbis party were armed with 


picks, shovels an‘ wheelbarrows and 
were begino'ag a, fil! east of the road 


to Join the grade already compleied 
from the briage. 

Anothe- ging Of shovel men were 
working south from tbe road at the 


same point, prepariug a space for carts 
and wheel scrapers to be got to work. 

Opposite this gang and working to- 
wards them, the third party of about 
a dozen men with several carts were 
extending a long stretch of grade with 
the earth (taken from’ a heavy cut in 
the read, Au overbanging bluff of 
considerable size was here being un- 
dermined, and cut down, the diriv be- 
ing used in extending and levelling the 
grade.

from. the next whe were 
long stretch of grade 
extendicg for a considerable distance 
beyond the camp. ‘This piece is over 
a quarter of a mile bong and a. econ- 
siderable portion of it is completed. 
Two prejecting tongues from ibe 
hillside remain to be cut away and the 


adjacent grade levelled when the 
stretch wit! ‘e finished. 
The fifth ganz were leveliing and 


filling out the farcber end of this. 

From the southern exiremity of 
this work little bas been done to with- 
in a quarter of a mila of Vogel’d hog 
ranch. From this point the grade is 
practically completed, excepting the 
bridges, to the point where it enters 
Mill Creek valley from the west. 

At several points above whe long cut 
in front of the camp, streams, either 
from springs or pools of soakage wat- 
er have percolated through the hill- 
side and running down on the grade 
softened the earth sufficiently to make 
it mecessary to rum a drain along the 
entire cut on the side next the cliff, 
draining through culverts down tothe 
creek. 

The frost bas mot been found ag 
great an impediment as might have 
been expected. In levelling the earch 
on top of the grades and cuts, which 
was plowed some time since and re- 
mained more cr less loose, the frost 
was found to extend, over a foot, but 
the depth to which the solid earth 
froze was considerably less. The men 
engaged on the work gave probabiy 
the best idea of the effect of the frost 
by expressing their preference to dig 
the frozen earth to the layers of hard 
clay which were encountered in the 
hillsite near the Camp. 

The longest fill remaining to be made 
is that lying just beyond the complet- 
ed grade at the far end of the bridge, 
The bank of the:stream curves sharp- 
ly to the west here leaving a gulch 
probably one hundred yards wide which 
must be filled in. A cuivert of strong 
timber has ‘een put im ai the lowest 
point in the declivity to drain the wat- 
ers from the slope. The culverts are 
all in south of the bridge. 

Three bridges will have io be put in, 
two over Mill Creek and one over a tri- 
butary which joins it from the west. 
The timber for these is now on! the 
ground. 

S. McCauley will put on a gang of 
men on Monday and complete the 
grade on this side of the river. Abou 
two weeks will be required to finish 
this. Besides the cut below the hill 
a fitl will have to be made across Ross’ 
garden and nearly the entire distance

Commissioner McKenna yesterday 
received a delegation in the matter 
of ibe claims of the Edmonion volun- 
teers to serip. He expressed regret 
that there had been unavoidable de- 
lay in disposing of their claim, and 
explained that au immense number of 
claims had been made which had been 
grouped into two general ciasses; those 
who claimed as bome guards, and those 
who claimed scrip ‘ecause scrip had is- 
sued to otbers who hae rserformed 
similar service, tha* is the volunteers 
of Edmonton and individuals who fail- 
ed to ge* scrip their fellows had reveiv- 
ed. After a decision was given as to 
the first c'ass, the claims included; in 
the second c'ass would, be dealt with.
